Body dumped in Wilmington 


WILMINGTON - Friday morning 
a deceased man was found in a 
wooded area on the connector road 
between Andover and Salem Streets 
in North Wilmington. The area is 
adjacent to Route 93. 

According to Middlesex District 
Attorney Martha Coakley, the body, 
a light complected Hispanic male 
from the Dominican Republic, was 
discovered by trash collectors on 
their usual route at approximately 
7:30 a.m.. The victim was in his 
late thirties, weighed approximate- 
ly 200 pounds and stood at 5'8” tall. 
He was dressed in a blue Perry 
Ellis fleece jacket with the initials 


“PE” on the back, a yellow dress 
shirt, Tommy Hilfiger jeans and 
brown buckled shoes with no socks. 

Authorities are still investigating 
the situation surrounding the body 
as a suspicious death. When ques- 
tioned by reporters, Coakley replied 
that the body showed no signs of 
gunshots or stabbings. 

A in press release The D.A’s 
office stated the cause of death at 
peritonitis caused by carrying a 
large quantity of an unknown con- 
trolled substance. The Medical 
Examiner determined that the 
deceased's bowel had been perfo- 
rated, as a result he developed peri- 
tonitis and died. A several bags of a

controlled substance were discov- 
ered in his stomach and intestines. 
The scene at which the body was 
found is not believed to be the scene 
of the man’s death.

Barry and Eliot clear a hurdle in Reading

READING - And behind door 
number three is...” 

The final piece of the landfill 
project puzzle was finally an- 
nounced last night at a meeting of 
the Board of Selectmen, when M irk 
Dickinson of Dickinson Develop- 
ment, Inc., presented Barry and 
Eliot Tatelman of Jordan's Furni- 
ture. The men who made the direc- 
tions “Left on Spitbrook, right on 
Daniel Webster” famous in radio 
commercials from the late 1970s 
and 1980s want to make their fifth 
store in Massachusetts part of the 
multi-use project located at the site 
of the former Reading landfill along 
Walkers Brook Drive (the site is 
located just off Exit 39 on Route 128, 
near the Reading/Wakefield line 
and across from the TASC build- 
ing). 

“We've never been to Reading 
before, and it’s really a wonderful 
town,” said Barry Tatelman. “it 
reminded me of ‘It’s a Wonderful 
Life,’ walking around with all the 
Christmas lights. It’s a wonderful 
town, but your furniture could use 
some help.” 

“A business is not just a busi- 
ness,” said Eliot Tatelman. “We 
havea responsibility to the commu- 
nity and our employees. I don’t 
know if you know it, but when we go 
into a new town, we take the whole 
town to Bermuda. We like to build 
bridges, not burn them. We try tobe 
a part of the community. I know a 
lot of business people have prob- 
ably told you that, but we mean it.” 

Jordan’s Furniture has become 
famous for creating what is now 


known as “shopper-tainment” 
within their stores. The Avon loca- 
tion houses a 48 seat flight simula- 
tor movie theater called the Motion 
Odyssey Movie ride, or M.O.M., 
shown on a four-story high movie 
screen, Inthe Natick store, custom- 
ers walk onto “Bourbon Street,” 
complete with a Riverboat, a 
“Streetcar Named Dessert,” beads, 
full scale French building facades, 
andanine minute multimedia Mardi 
Gras f/x show. 

The proposal for the Reading 
location includes a 300 seat, state- 
of-the-art 3-D IMAX theater, simi- 
lar to one that is currently in New 
York City. 

“The effects are beyond belief,” 
said Eliot: “We are planning to put 
one in our Natick facility, and put 
one here. It’s a tremendous educa- 
tion facility. I can see school buses 
lined up bringing in school children 
for 3-D tours of the Grand Canyon, 
and other special experiences.” 

“What I can assure you is that it 
will be a facility we are proud of, 
and something you will be proud 
of,” said Barry. “We're very ex- 
cited about the site. The exposure 
on 128 is very important, and being 
in a nice community is important. 
It’s a win-win situation for every- 
one.” 

The Tatelman brothers also high- 
lighted their history of giving money 
to local charities. Their “Streetcar 
Named Dessert” is one good ex- 
ample, where all the funds gener- 
ated go to charities in the local 
area. For instance, if a customer 
pays $2 for an ice cream there, the 
whole $2 goes to charity, according 
to the Tatelmans. 


Dickinson Development's re- 
cently completed plans for the site 
now results in a $100 million retail, 
office and hotel business park. This 
will be the state's first mixed use 
development to utilize a vertical 
design for a Home Depot. Accord- 
ing to Mark Dickinson, the unique 
topography of the Walkers Brook 
Drive landfill site allowed a cre- 
ative vertical design of the retail 
section in the middle of the prop- 
erty. Because of the varying site 
elevations, the 135,000+ square foot 
Home Depot and 150,000 square foot 
Jordan’s Furniture will be located 
ondifferent levels of thesamestruc- 
ture. The stores will face in oppo- 
site directions. 

The planned 150 room, six story 
hotel will be adjacent to a six story, 
180,000 square foot office building, 
each of which will command dra- 
matic, panoramic views of Lake 
Quannapowitt. A 7,000 square foot 
restaurant will be situated at the 
main entrance to Walkers Brook 
Crossing, in close proximity to the 
hotel and offices. 

“We are very pleased to have the 
opportunity to develop an attrac- 
tive reuse of this site with a stellar 
mix of major tenants and uses,” 
said Dickinson. “We are confident 
that Walkers Brook Crossing will 
meet the needs of area consumers 
and will help the town of Reading 
realize direct and long term ben- 
efits that include significant annual 
tax revenue and more than 1,000 
jobs.” 

Dickinson said that he hopes to 
have a hotel and restaurant chosen 
for the site by 2001. 

Dickinson going before the 


Selectmen seeking their approval 
of the new development plans, which 
he was required to do under the 
terms of the contract to develop the 
site. The changes include: 

* The 107 room hotel is now a 140 
room minimum hotel. 

* Instead of a cinema, Jordan’s 
Furniture 

* A full service restaurant, not 
necessarily Applebees (as originally 
proposed), which may be part of 
the hotel. 

* The 150,000 square feet of Class 
‘A’ office building is now 175,000 
square feet, with a parking garage. 

The other change is that the 
current project is expected to have 


a 15 year value of $23.5 million, over , 


a value of $20 million for the previ- 
ous proposal. 

The Selectmen were shown that 
projected traffic numbers to and 
from the sit would drop from 1,835 
cars for the previous proposal dur- 
ing peak commuter hours to 1,550 
for the new proposal.

Reading Light 

increases fuel —_ 
charge by half cent 


The Reading Municipal Light 
Department's (RMLD) power sup- 
plies have steadily increased the 
cost the RMLD pays for its energy 
costs over the last year. These in- 
creased costs are reflective of the 
world fossil fuel (natural gas and 
oil) prices which are at their high- 
est levels. 

Over the next few months, the 
RMLD is planning to increase its 
fuel charge from $.03 per 
kilowatt-hour (the December 
charge) to $.035 per kilowatt-hour 
by February. A residential customer 
using 500 kilowatt-hours per month 
is currently paying $48.01 and will 
pay $50.51 in February. This differ- 
ence reflects a fuel cost increase of 
$2.50 or 5.2 percent. 

“The RMLD constantly strives 
to keep its fuel costs at a stable 
level through short-term power sup- 
ply deals and funding mechanisms,” 
Assistant General Manager Vinnie

Backyard Birding 
Where are the hawks this winter? 


By Hugh Wiberg 


In my mid-November column, I 
listed the 16 species of birds seen 
up to that point in our Wilmington 
and Tewksbury backyards. 

Since then, I can now add four 
additional birds, bringing our infor- 
mal winter bird count up to 20 
(This compares to 24 species seen 
through all of last winter.) 

These four are (1.) a pair of red 
breasted nuthatches, regular visi 
tors at brother Dave's house on 
Birchwood Road in Wilmington. 
plus (2.) English sparrows, (3) 
mourning doves and (4) starlings, 
seen in my backyard on Middlesex 
Avenue in North Wilmington. If you 
are seeing a bird which is unusual, 
and may not be among the 20 seen 
so far, give me a call at 658-5852 and 
we'll check it out. 

I almost added the common flick 
er to our list (see pg. 190 in 
Peterson's Eastern Birds) but 
decided not to. Mary Boylen called 
last week (Mary lives on 
Ledgewood Road in Wilmington) to 
report seeing a common flicker in 
her yard, scratching around on the 
ground. Dora knows her birds, so I 
have no doubt as to her observa- 
tion 

Flickers, a specie of woodpeckers, 
are migrators, meaning they nor- 
mally leave for warmer climates 
along with the robins, about early 
October. Once in a while though, an 
injured or old bird will stay behind, 
sensing that it is unable to make 
the thousand mile journey south 
This is probably the story with the 
bird Mary nd it is unlikely 


that this flicker will survive the 
winter. 

Flickers do not usually go after 
suet, preferring instead to hunt 
insects (especially ants) and seeds 
on the ground. 

In next month’s column, we will 
run through the 20 different birds 
reported hereabouts up to now. I'd

Carolina Wren, and 
that is correct. This beau- 
tiful little bird, L2st observed 
through binoculars, has been, along 
with red bellied woodpeckers, 
expanding its range northward and 
eastward from south of New 
England over the last eight or so 
years. Ornithologists attribute this 
migration to milder northern win- 
ters in recent years, plus more and 
more people feeding birds year 
‘round. National Audubon says that 
nearly 70,000,000 Americans feed 
their backyard birds at least part of 
every year. 


Cross your fingers, since so far 
hawk problems have been nonexist 
ent in our yards this fall and early 
winter. Last year I received at least 
a dozen calls from folks asking 
about hawk visits to their yards. 
Coopers, sharp shinned, and red 
tailed hawks were the chief cul 
prits. I have not had a single 
“hawk” call up to now. Let's hope I 
haven't jinxed us!

She wakes up at 5 am, only to get 
herself down to Ristuccia Exposi- 
tion Center with her hockey equip- 
ment.

Antonangeli is currently playing 
two sports at Wilmington High. She 
is a guard on the girl's basketball 
team, and a forward on the newly 
formed girl's hockey team. She is 
allowed to play both sports because 
girl's hockey is actually a club sport, 
not varsity. , 

On top of playing the two sports, 
she does extremely well in the class- 
room, as well as helping many other 


people including freshmen who need 
her help, or helping her classmates 
as their class secretary, or helping 
to eliminate her peers going behind 
the wheel while intoxicated 

That's pretty impressive from a 
16-year-old 

"She does do a lot," said interim 
girls' basketball coach Bob Gillis. 
"She has done everything I've asked 
her too. Shehasn't missed one prac- 
tice or one game: She takes basket- 
ball pretty seriously. She wants to 
be better everyday."

North Reading’s Scott Wheeler 
is moving towards the top

ery American and 

high spirited...” is the 

description used by 
Bruce Adolphe, education direc: 
tor of the Chamber Music 
Society of Lincoln Center when 
talking about the music of North 
Reading resident and award 
winning composer, Scott 
Wheeler. 

New York Times Music Critic 
Bernard Holland wrote, “Mr. 
Wheeler’s music is a network of 
contradictory tendencies, but 
few things make art more inter- 
esting than paradox.” 

Wheeler has built his music 
on finding paradox or as he 
describes it “sound sculpture.” 

The term was used by 
Mothers Of Invention lead 
singer Frank Zappa in connec 
tion with the music of Spanish 
composer Edgard Varese. 

As Wheeler explains it, a 
sound sculpture is “...when a 
bunch of very dissonant notes 
0 together to make up a block.” 

Wheeler started playing 
piano when he was 12 years old 
and at 14 he was into composi 
tion. 

“One of my first compositions 
was to imitate the harmonics of 
the ‘Mamas and Papas,’” he 
said. 

According to Wheeler, writing 
was a way to imitate the effects 
of his favorite pop and jazz 
artists, 

His early years were influ- 
enced by a number of different 
artists and music styles. 

Interestingly he was not too 
influenced by the varied music 


of the different parts of the 
country he lived in. As the son 
of an IBM executive, Wheeler 
moved around the country frorn 
Washington, D.C. to upstate New 
York and St. Louis among other 
places. 

He noted, “There was very 
little difference in the cultural 
aspects. All the education you 
got in the schools was compati 
ble.” 

According to Wheeler, “Ho 
mogenization (of the cultures in 
the various parts of the coun 
try), had not progressed as 
much as now, but it was not as 
much of a culture shock.” 

Although Wheeler was more 
into groups such as the Beetles 
and the Beach Boys, the first 
band he played with did covers 
of the Motown sound and Mitch 
Ryder and the Detroit Wheels. 

“Brian Wilson (of the Beach 
Boys) was a big influence on my 
sense of harmony,” Wheeler 
said. 

He also studied the music 
styling of composers such as 
Ashford and Simpson (Ain't No 
Mountain High Enough) and 
analyzed how Gospel music was 
adapted to popular styles 

Through all of this, jazz 
played a strong part in 
Wheeler’s music development 
During his high school years he 
subscribed to Down Beat maga 
zine and listened to the music of 
Thelonius Monk, Myles Davis, 
Charlie Mingus. 

In fact in later years two >f 
his highlights were meeting Bill 
Evans when he played at the 
former Jazz Workshop in Boston

History lessons in 
Tewksbury 


“All the events in your life 


| make up a journey traveled by 


no other,” notes the “Tewksbury 
‘Town Crier.” 

“For Anne Sullivan, this jour- 
ney was not an easy one. 

“Most of us know Sullivan as 
the teacher of a blind and deaf 
child named Helen Keller 
Before Sullivan met Keller, she 
overcame many obstacles in her 
own life. She traveled a road of 
many challenges. It was on this 
same road that Sullivan even 
passed through the town of 
Tewksbury at one point. 

“Sullivan was born in 1886 in 
Feeding Hills, Massachusetts to 
Irish immigrant parents. Her 
mother died of tuberculosis 
when she was eight. Sullivan’s 
older sister and younger brother 
were taken in by relatives, while 
she was left to take care of her 
father. 

“Eventually, her family could 
not take care of her brother and 
she could no longer take care of 
her father, according to the 
American Foundation for the 
Blind. As a result, she and her 
brother were brought to the 
state poorhouse of Tewksbury on 
February 22, 1876. Sullivan's 
eyes continued to weaken during 
this time from the trachoma she 
contracted at a young age. 

“After a few years in the 
poorhouse, Sullivan’s brother 
died due to a tubercular hip. 
This left Sullivan at a loss. 
Finally, in 1880 Sullivan was 
allowed to leave the poorhouse 
when she asked if she could go 
to school. She entered the 
Perkins School for the Blind. 

“She met many experiences 
during her schooling. At first, 
her transition was slow, but her 
learning progressed and she was 
given the responsibility to act as 
a guide for other children. 
Sullivan spent time with Laura 
Bridgman, the first deaf-blind 
individual educated in. the 
United States. It was an ‘experi- 
ence which led to Sullivan’s 
work with Helen Keller. 

“In 1887, Sullivan went to 
Tuscumbia, Alabama to work 
with Helen Keller. Sullivan’s 
many life experiences, which 
were not all pleasant, brought 
her to yet another challenge, 
which was teaching Keller to 
communicate. The two were 
together as teacher and student 
for almost fifty years until 
Sullivan’s death in 1936...”

Following Wheeler's direction 
of constructing sound blocks he 
said the ensemble’s goal “... is to 
do what the regular music world 
ought to be doing but isn’t.”

When 
temperatures rise again, the 
coatings contract, returning to 
their original shape without 
warping or wrinkling 

Elastomeric coatings are also 
highly water-resistant, so they 
help prevent moisture from pen- 
etrating cracks and porous stuc- 
co. At the same time, these coat- 
ings do “Breathe,” so they will 
tend to allow moisture that is 
present within the home or the 
masonry itself to escape to the 
outdoors as vapor 


Preventative Maintenance. 

While elastomeric wall coat 
ings have traditionally been 
used to conceal existing cracks 
in masonry, they are also a very 
effective form of preventative 
maintenance.

Elastomeric wall coatings are 
usually applied by power-sy 
and then backrolled, or they a 
simply applied in very thick 
coats using long nap rollers. 

While some do-it-yourselfers 
try to take on this task them 


selves, for best results, you 
should consider using a painting 
contractor who has experience 
working with elastomeric wall 
coatings. 

Before hiring a contractor 
ask for the names of former cus 
tomers as references, and if pos 
sible, visit some of the houses 
where the contractor has 
applied these coatings
